SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The past 12 months have seen the Town experience significant 
growth. This was evidenced by the increased work load placed on all 
of the Town Officers, and the Planning Board who regulate develop- 
ment. As noted in the various Departmental reports, an increase in 
Emergency Services was also experienced. 

The Selectmen have formed an Ad-Hoc sSuilding Committee to 
study the present and future needs of the Town relative to Town 
Buildings. The most pressing problem being that the Town Offices are 
not accessible to the handicapped. The Town Hall also provides no 
sanitary facilities and has no central heating system. The other con- 
siderations being the Fire Station and the need for a Town Highway 
shed. 

We are still involved with the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District 
studying the Town’s problem of refuse disposal. Ray Hutchins is 
the Town’s representative. 

The Board of Selectmen would like to endorse two articles on this 
year’s Town Warrant specifically: 1) it is the opinion of the Board that 
boundary surveys be conducted as the Town Hall and at the Town’s 
Sanitary Facility. 2) We would also like to see the Town enter into an 
agreement with the New Hampshire Humane Society which for 
$300.00 a year would provide us with 24 hour access to the facility in 
Meredith. 

Perambulation of the Town's property lines is progressing well with 
the able assistance of Donald and Wilfred Tatham. These two men 


have dedicated an enormous amount of time over the years and have ~ 


asked for next to nothing in return. 

At this time we would like to recognize two individuals who have 
served the Town of Wentworth with tireless devotion. It is people like 
this that make it possible for Town Government to operate as well as it 
does. Thank you, Elva Muzzey, Tax Collector - 7 years. Thank you 
Caroline Beckwith, Town Clerk 2 years.

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REPORT OF WORK ON 
ORFORD-WENTWORTH TOWN LINES, 1986 


Town of Wentworth Represented by Wilfred Tatham 
Town of Orford Represented by Donald Tatham 


Continuing perambulation of 1983, we blazed and painted from north 
side of Route 25A to Town corner on Smarts Mountain. The condition 
of the line varies from good to very poor. Some parts have very few of 
the old line trees left due to time and logging. A better job will need to 
be done sometime when the brush is larger or as needs arise. 

A short section by Brackett Brook needs to be done soon. 

On the west end of Black Hill a large clearcut had been made near the 
old Lamprey place since the fall of 1983. 

A concrete post was set on the north side of Lower Baker Pond at the 
site of an old pine stump referred to in J.P. Currier survey of 1910. Loca- 
tion inspected and agreed to by Mrs. E. Bischoff, a Selectperson of Or- 
ford, and E. Vik, a Selectman of Wentworth. 

The development on Cape Moonshine was checked and at least part 
of the pins were in where lots cross town line as agreed. These should 
be checked. 

Work needs to be done on the Wentworth-Orford-Piermont setoff. 

The costs were shared by the two towns. 

The State Highway Department needs to move their Town Line sign. 

We suggest that when a town is notified or has knowledge of any 
changes involving Town lines, including road changes, development and 
logging, whoever is responsible should be reminded of Chapter 472:6 
of Forest Laws of NH which in part states that there should be no removal 
of line markers including spotted trees that mark the dividing line be- 
tween towns. Markers may be replaced or substituted if necessary only 
with the written permission of the Selectmen of both towns. Slash laws 
should also be observed.

1986 POLICE REPORT 


Police activity for 1986 was up from 1985 in some areas by as much 
as 400%. The DWI arrests went from three in 1985 to eleven in 1986, 
two of these being second offenses, one had never held a license, and 
two were under suspension. Two of these arrests involved pursuits, 
and three resisted arrest. Nine juveniles were arrested for minor in 
possession of alcoholic beverages. Twenty three burglaries were 
reported as were eight domestic violence complaints. No arrests were 
made as most burglary scenes were cleaned up before | was called. 
Nearly all of the domestic violence complaints were unfounded, and in 
most cases the complaintant was uncooperative, which makes 
prosecution of these cases next to impossible. Three felony in- 
vestigations other than burglaries were cleared by arrest or un- 
cooperative witness, making the total reported felonies in Wentworth, 
twenty six. Motor vehicle summons were down, and | feel the light bar 
and increased visibility played a big part in this. 

The following expenditures were necessary, to insure your safety to 
the best of my ability. Six DWI breath tests accounted for $120.00 this 
was paid to Plymouth Police Department $39.30 went to Ossipee Mt. 
Electric for two radio repairs, and $50.00 went to J & B Enterprises for 
a fire extinguisher. A new typewriter was purchased from CTI Dist. in 
Manchester CT. for $323.21, that retailed for $595.00. Additional in- 
surance was needed to cover vehicle liability, this cost $200.00. After 
trading some obsolete radios and related equipment, | was able to 
purchase a $1,200.00 portable radio for $682.00. The old iight bar died 
and had to be replaced, this cost $517.50. The above two purchases 
were made at Ossipee Mt. Electronics. The post office received $4.40 
for postage stamps, $159.85 went to Country Roads Guns and Ammo 
for practice ammo. | received $1,900.00 for wages and $1,000.00 for 
mileage, making the 1986 total $4,996.26. 

|am again asking for $5,000.00 to run the Police Department and the 
break down is as follows. The cruiser will need approximately $500.00 
for gasoline, $800.00 for insurance, and $100.00 for maintenance. 
Training will require $200.00 and telephone charges could total 
$200.00. | feel $250.00 should cover the cost of DWI breath tests, and 
another $50.00 for paper work etc. This will leave $3,000.00 to cover the 
estimated 800 hours of labor for 1987.

WENTWORTH, N.H. POLICE DEPARTMENT 


You, the taxpayers are being asked to purchase a police cruiser and 
| think you deserve an explanation why this is necessary. The biggest 
reason is safety, and there are several areas that are involved here. The 
first is my personal safety. My vehicle is set up as a work vehicle in my 
business, and has in it various tools etc. that could be used as a 
weapon against me by a prisoner. There is no caged area to transport 
prisoners in, and there is only one seat other than the driver’s seat. The 
second is my family’s safety. The vehicle is marked with blue lights, 
and subject to the dangers that could arise from my passing any area 
that a crime is being committed in. A felon in the commission of a. 
crime would not take the time to ask if | was on duty or not. The third is 
the prisoners safety. My vehicle is full of tools, stove pipe, chimney 
brushes, and countless numbers of other parts and pieces. In the event 
of an accident these items could hit and injure a prisoner. 

The next important reason is the liability question. Last summer we 
had a real go around over liability insurance on my vehicle. | was able 
to obtain it and | guess | am covered, but | am not sure if the coverage 
will continue. 

When my vehicle is engaged in police work it is not making any 
money for me, and it is needed by my crew to complete my contracts 
on time. These are the reasons that my vehicles will no longer be used 
as a police cruiser. | am more than willing to continue using my vehicle 
until a cruiser can be purchased. | have submitted three cruiser bids 
for your consideration. 

| have also submitted an equipment list that | feel is necessary to in- 
sure my Safety, and effectively enforce motor vehicle and criminal law. 
There is a chance that we may be able to obtain some state matching 
funds on some or all of the equipment, but as of this writing that has 
not been confirmed. 

Thank you for your anticipated cooperation in these matters.

WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The library hours remain the same as last year: Monday 1-5 p.m.; 
Wednesday 4-8 p.m.; and Saturday 10 a.m. to noon. We tried an expan- 
ded program from October through December on Tuesday and Thur- 
sday evenings in the hope that students would use the time for 
homework. A few took advantage of it but it was not enough to be wor- 
thwhile. The elementary school continues to come two grades at a 
time every week on Mondays. Mrs. Priscilla Wolfe continues as our 
Assistant Librarian. 

Four books were borrowed on Inter Library Loan with an additional 
100 books from Manchester City Library. These are large print books 
transported by Mr. Kemp. This service has now been dropped and we 
will be supplementing our collection from the State Library. Eleven of 
our books were loaned to various libraries around the State. 

This year’s acquisition of 410 books breaks down as 151 from the 
appropriation; 224 as gifts; 25 from fines and sale of books and 10 (all 
reference) from State Aid. Included in the gift books are 11 memorial 
books. Another memorial fund was established in December and will 
be used in 1987. 

There were 1,748 people in the library this year. Magazines and 
newspapers are donated regularly and we are revising Our Own Sub- 
scription list to better serve today’s needs. 

This year of 1987 the library will observe its 70th anniversary. it was 
dedicated in August 1917.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEE REPORT 
1986 


The most major problem faced by the library Trustees during 1986 
was that of having to replace the two fuel oil tanks in the basement of 
the library. It may be recalled that at some time, estimated to have 
been in the early sixties, the library basement was converted into a 
‘bomb shelter’ and it effectively blocked all entry to the basement 
area of anything larger than a human being! There was no way that we 
could bring new oil tanks into the basement other than to manually 
remove enough of the ‘“‘bomb shelter’ concrete block walls. At the 
time that this ‘bomb shelter’ was constructed windows were also 
blocked and the combination of the walls and blocked windows led to 
a ventilation problem which has in turn led to moisture problems. The 
moisture problem has, and is continuing, to take its toll. It is aur belief 
that we should plan to remove blocks from the high windows and 
restore windows that will permit ventilation. Consideration will be ~ 
given to this problem in the next budget (1988) if no other solutions are 
found in the meantime. 


Fortunately, the rotted-out fuel tanks were discovered early during 
the Fall and thus we had time to react before further damage could 
result from loss of heat. Replacement of the tanks was nevertheless 
delayed until we could remove enough of the “‘bomb shelter’ walls 
and corridors to permit access for the new tanks. This work removing 
the walls was performed by voluntary labor at no cost to the library but 
the tank replacements cost of $801.63 was incurred and paid for from 
maintenance budget funds that were earmarked for other purposes! 
Consequently, we again had to defer some maintenance and repair 
plans such as the repair and refurbishing of library chairs. Such items 
deferred will therefore appear again in the 1987 budget. 


During 1987 the Trustees plan to make minimum plumbing repairs 
to the downstairs area where at least one major water pipe leak exists. 
We also plan to restore the fourteen library chairs originally planned 
for 1986 and as referred to in the preceding paragraph. The 1987 
budget also proposes to install two new doors in the basement level, 
one to the outside and one inside, for both security and lower level 
exit safely. 


Another major maintenance problem that we have is the need to 
refinish or carpet the library floors. The Trustees favor carpeting which 
is estimated at todays costs to be approximately $2,300. While it was a 
very desirable project for 1987 we did not budget for it in view of the 
other maintenance and repair projects that could no longer be 
deferred. 
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On the brighter side of library affairs we wish to report the 
generosity of the real friends of the library. One of these friends is a 
former resident of Wentworth who has offered to give a tract of land 
abutting library land to the library. This offer was made by Harry Gove, 
son of Lester and Edith Gove, who is the owner of a tract of land bet- 
ween library owned land and Route 25. We are most grateful for this 
offer and sincerely hope that the town will vote to accept it (there is an 
article for this purpose in the town warrant to be acted upon at the 
March 1887 town meeting.) 


The library is also indebted to the second friend, the Plymouth 
Guaranty Savings Bank of Plymouth, for the donation of a photo-copier 
for library use. We also wish to express our appreciation to all who 
have donated books, magazines, and time to the library during the past 
year.

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MOUNT MOOSILAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 
Report for 1986 


The Mt. Moosilaukee Health Center is a general medical clinic open 
to any and all who have medical problems. It is partially town supported. 

In 1986 there were over 1,000 users of the Health Center, 329 for the 
first time ever. 39.1% came from Warren, 22.7% from Wentworth, 15.7% 
from Rumney and 22.5% from various other places. 214 visits by children 
aged 2 months to 6 years were made to the Well-Child Clinic, a program 
partly funded by the N.H., Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. The state 
money, however, runs out about four months early, and the Center pays 
for the balance. There is also a twice-a-year dental clinic provided by the 
N.H. Bureau of Dental Health for children 3-6 enrolled in the Well-Child 
Clinic. This February 67 children were enrolled in the dental clinic. Over 
500 free blood pressure checks and free or at-cost immunizations were 
given at the Center this year. 

In 1988 federal funding for Dr. Hernandez will cease and we will need 
your continued support to keep the Center going. Therefore between now 
and 1988 it will be incumbent upon us to increase the use of the Center 
as much as possible in order to keep our doctor and keep our Center 
totally self sufficient. 

We have made great strides in that direction due to the hard work of 
Dr. Hernandez, Pauline Michaud R.N., Bonnie Chierichetti and Priscilla 
Wolfe, receptionists, the Auxiliary and many volunteers. 

The Board especially wishes to thank Faith Mattison, our unpaid ad- 
ministrator, for her dedication and many long hours of hard work on 
behalf of the Center.

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MASCOMA HEALTH SERVICES 





ORGANIZATION: | 

Mascoma Home Health Services is acommunity health care organiza- 
tion certified by Medicare to provide home care services which include 
nursing, therapy, social services, home health aides and homemakers. 
The agency was incorporated in April of 1969 and has been providing ser- 
vices on a continual basis since then. The Board of Directors is com- 
prised of individuals from those towns who financially support the agen- 
cy. The service area includes Enfield, Canaan, Grafton, Orange, Dor- 
chester as well as Warren and Wentworth. The total population for the 
seven towns, according to the 1984 NH Vital Statistics, is 8230. 


INTRODUCTIONS: 

Mascoma Home Health Services has been providing home health care 
in Wentworth since 1982. At that time we were in conversation with Faith 
Mattison and members of the board of the Mt. Mooselaukee Health 
Center to find a way to provide home nursing after it was no longer posi- 
ble to provide it from the Health Center. 

It was decided that reimbursable skilled nursing and therapy visits 

would be made, since there were no additional monies available at that 
time. However, as a result of this service, needs began to arise for sup- 
port services of home health aide and homemaker. Because of the agen- 
cy’s involvement in skilled care it was possible to generate some fun- 
ding from the NH State Council on Aging (Title Ill - Older American’s Act) 
and the Division of Adult and Elderly Services (Title XX - Social Services). 
This has made it possible to do home health aide and homemaking in 
Wentworth. 

In that same year Mascoma Home Health Services was instrumental 
in the development of the child health program offered by the Health 
Center. These two organizations have continued to work closely together. 
Staff have been shared for the Well Child Clinic and the early develop- 
ment of the Clinic was planned and coordinated by the Mascoma Home 
Health Services’ Coordinator. In September of this year, the two organiza- 
tions collaborated to make available a monthly foot care clinic which is 
held in Warren at the Health Center. These kinds of collaborative efforts 
tend to reduce the overhead costs of providing care. 


PROBLEM: 

Reimbursement from Medicare, Medicaid, Blue Cross and private in- 
surance is no longer covering 100% of the cost of the visit. In some cases 
families do not have health insurance. Dollars to make up this deficit for 
the other towns in the area serviced by the agency are recieved from the 
towns on a per capita assessment of $2.65 per person. This assessment 
also covers the cost of the Mascoma Home Health Services child health 
program and other services provided in the five towns. Since a child 
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health program is already available to Wentworth, that assessment would 
not be fair. However, it would be most helpful if an equitable financial 
arrangement could be made between the town of Wentworth and 
Mascoma Home Health Services to help with the cost of providing the 
care.

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1986 REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board was very active and productive this year, 
meeting 14 times with various items brought before us. We had 2 
major subdivisions involving 17 lots and 4 minor subdivisions in- 
volving 9 lots totaling 26 newly created lots in town. Other items of 
business brought before us concerned illegal subdivisions, illegal 
septic systems and gravel pits. 


On March 24 of this year, a special public hearing was held in the 
Town Hall for the specific purpose of giving final approval for the 
adoption of tne Master Plan and Revised Subdivision Regulations. The 
meeting was attended by 10 people besides the members of the 
Board. 


The Board instituted new fees for subdividing, generating more 
revenue for the Town. We also took on the responsibility of recording 
approved plats at the Grafton County Registry of Deeds. It came to our 
attention that some plats in the past years were not being recorded, 
thus creating a potential for illegal subdivision later on. 


This year, in 1987, we are working on a new project of tracing the old 
roads back to when and how they were discontinued or reinstated. The 
subdivisions that are coming before us lately have all been involving 
old Town roads: their present status and who owns them. The com- 
pletion of this project will be a tremendous asset to us and we wish to 
express our sincere appreciation to Francis Muzzey for all the work he 
has already put into it.

REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


We appreciate the opportunity to submit the following report in our 
continuing effort to directly communicate with our constituents, realiz- 
ing your concerns and our accountability for a fiscally conservative 
budget. 

We have heard that budget message and continually strive to meet 
mandated and essential services in the most efficient and effective, yet 
economical manner possible. This has been reflected in tight county 
budgets the last two years, resulting in decreased county tax re- 
quirements. Some towns may have seen increased county taxes due to 
evaluation and apportionment formula used by the N. H. Dept of Revenue 
Administration. However, public services at the county level still usual- 
ly reflect more equitable distribution of tax dollars. County tax averages 
6.2% of base property taxes. 

The county is facing the same problems in the insurance market as 
the towns. However, we have joined in the N.H. Municipal Association’s 
insurance programs for most coverage needs at reasonable cost. We 
shall also have to deal with the loss of Revenue Sharing funds in the next 
budget. 

It is too early to make a comprehensive report on the new welfare 
system under Senate Bill-1. We do know that with the change in program 
liabilities, county costs will substantially increase, and towns should 
realize a decrease in welfare assistance payments. County focus under 
SB-1 is to serve the needs of the children, the elderly and disabled. 
Because the north country is growing with changing needs, growth in 
the elderly population, and expanded service requirements, we must look 
to the furture to meet those needs. 

The House of Correction occupancy figures have grown dramatically 
due to week-end sentencing, new DWI laws, and continuous one year 
sentencing to avoid incarceration at state prisons, causing over-crowding 
at the Correctional facility. One option now under consideration is the 
costruction of atwo story dormitory type addition for 30 beds. The result 
would be a net increase of 18 beds meeting space standards under a plan 
in line with previous jail study recommendations, and at far less cost 
than a new facility. 

The farm continues to be self-supporting, provides work for inmates, 
and offers access for experimental projects. The Register of Deeds net 
profit margin is 3.6% of county revenues. The $heriff's Dept provides 
essential services in transport, superior court, dispatch, and other law 
enforcement activities, with increased revenue in fees. The Nursing 
Home is one of the finest in the state.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Calendar year 1986 was a busy and productive year for the North Coun- 
try Council as it continued to provide a wide range of assistance to towns 
and cities in the North Country. 

The Council is a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under 
NH RSA 36:45 and is responsible for providing its member communities 
assistance in local community planning, economic development, solid 
waste, transportation, and various other community servies. Besides the 
direct assistance the Council provides each member community, it is 
an advocate for all North Country towns in legislative and funding issues 
at the state and federal governments. 

Growth and development is no longer unique to southern New Hamp- 
shire North Country towns are experiencing similar growth pressures. 
The Council recognizes the impacts associated with this development 
to schools, roads, waste disposal, water, etc. The Council is dedicated 
to assisting town officials with these complicated issues. Because most 
of the Council member towns do not have a staff of their own to do the 
research, answer the questions and respond to incoming requests, the 
Council has revised the way we help member towns. Now, each town has 
a Staff person assigned to assist the local officials of that town with their 
daily needs. In this way, the Council serves its membership more 
efficiently. 

In Wentworth, we coordinated and assisted with planning tasks of the 
Peni-Baker Solid Waste District and submitted the 10-year plan to the 
State. 

Economic Development is an important part of the Council’s overall 
agency mission. This year the Council developed two marketing pro- 
ducts: aregional brochure promoting the region and community profiles 
which the ten growth communities in the region are using to market their 
industrial development potential. The Council also produced a series of 
magazine advertisements, along with a display at the Eastern States Ex- 
position, promoting the North Country as the sensible place to do 
business. The Council is now developing a workshop series on industrial 
development marketing for local officials in the region who are actively 
seeking economic development. 

This past summer the Council co-sponsored the very successful North 
Country legislative tour. Over 285 legislators and their guests toured the 
North Country getting a glimpse of the life, economy, and culture that 
makes our region unique. A follow-up legislative reception was heid in 
December to develop a legislative agenda for 1987. The tour and recep- 
tion should have future beneficial legislative impact to the North Country. 

The Council again provided information and guidance to several towns 
on federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year saw the 
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Council administer over $3.0 million in Community Development Block 
Grant funds. The funds cover such activities as housing rehabilitation, 
downtown revitalization, business revolving loan funds, and housing 
rehablilitation feasibility studies. 

Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and 
improvement in local land use controls. New state mandates and com- 
mercial and residential growth in several towns have created busy work 
loads for planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes many forms: 
regional workshops, newsletters, regulation review and update, and. 
assistance on a regular or one-time basis for subdivision and site plan 
applications. 

The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with 
the NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year covered such 
topics as local planning board procedures, administration and enforce- 
ment of ordinances and review of recent court cases and state law 
changes.regarding local land use planning. 

Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country 
towns in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and appreciate 
the involvement of town officials and residents and look forward to 
assisting your town this coming year. 
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REPORT OF :OWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than nor- 
mal. The two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes 
are preventable, but only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regula- 
tions; however, your assistance is needed. 

lf you know of alogging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

if you own forest land, you become responsible for the timber tax pay- 
ment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that 
will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for 
timber tax forms.

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REPORT CF THE PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT DISTRICT 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District, made up of 11 towns, was form- 
ed in October, 1983 to develop a solid waste management plan as re- 
quired under RSA 149-M:18. Over the last two years representatives of 
the member towns have met regularly, and with the assistance of North 
Country Council, have been developing various alternatives for solid 
waste disposal for the District. The enclosed report Pemi-Baker Solid 
Waste District Plan - Report #4, prepared by Joanna Whitcomb of NCC, 
was presented to the District at the January 29, 1986 meeting. Also 
distributed was the report Draft - Inventory of Current Solid Waste 
Disposal Facilities - Pemi-Baker District, dated January 20th, also 
prepared by Joanna. Both reports deserve your close attention and 
Critical review. Please respond to Joanna at NCC with your comments 
as soon as possible, as she must submit this material to the NH Office 
of Waste Management. 

It is important to note that the planning process does not end with 
the aforementioned reports. District solid waste planning is an ongoing 
process. Representatives for the District are not yet convinced that all 
the options and final cost figures are in. For example, the District has 
been approached by two separate groups in the past week who have ex- 
pressed a keen interest in the District’s waste. The District must evaluate 
these new options and others that are in the discussion stage before 
we Can reasonably expect the citizens and taxpayers of the member 
towns to make a long term commitment to solid waste disposal. 

Due to the unfinished business before the PBSWD, the District 
representatives request your support and evidence of commitment for 
the coming year. While we did not request any dues in 1985, we request 
that the member towns allocate approximately $5600 at March 1986 Town 
Meetings to continue the excellent efforts of North Country Council, to 
cover the costs of technical consultants, engineers, attorney, etc. The 
District agreed at the January 29th meeting to maintain the same dues 
schedule as paid in 1984 (based on 1980 population figures and $0. 50 
per capita) as follows:

For those towns who passed a warrant article last year to establish 
a RSA 53-B planning committee (my records indicate this includes the 
towns of Dorchester, New Hampton, Plymouth, Thornton, Waterville 
Valley and Warren), a clarification is necessary. Last year we pointed out 
that RSA 149-M legislates only a planning district and, as such, funds 
may only be spent for planning. The PBSWD recognizes that to imple- 
ment any planning recommendations, the District needs the additional 
authority described in RSA 53-B. In order to prepare reasonable cost 
estimates for the various solid waste alternatives and prepare recom- 
mendations, the District needs the authority and support of all member 
towns. Since only six of the eleven towns approved the RSA 53-B war- 
rant article last year, the member towns are on different schedules. While 
representatives under both RSA 149-M and 53-B have worked closely 
together over the past year, we need to have unification to proceed. To 
resolve the problem, the District proposes that the five towns that did 
not pass the 53-B warrant last year seriously consider it in 1986. This in- 
cludes the towns of CAMPTON, ELLSWORTH, ORFORD, RUMNEY, and 
WENTWORTH.

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WENTWORTH SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 
1985-1986 


During the 1985-1986 School Year, the following was done by the 
nurse: 

1. All health and immunization records were updated, with one child 
being referred to a physician for further immunizations. 

2. Blood pressures were taken on all children, preceded by a class 
on what blood pressure is and the importance of having it periodically 
checked. Each child’s pulse rate was also taken at this time. 

3. Each child’s vision was tested, with three children being referred 
to a physician. 

4. Each child’s height and weight was measured and recorded. 

5. Each child’s hearing was tested, resulting in four referrals being 
sent home and two children having corrective ear surgery. 

6. Ail children in grades 5-8 were examined for scoliosis, with three 
being referred to a physician. 

7. Fifty-seven children were given first aid. 

8. All children were periodically checked for lice and scabies. 

9. Ten children were given physical examinations by Dr. William 
Hernandez. 

10. Because only two children wished to take advantage of the Den- 
tal Cleaning services that were offered, arrangement was made for 
them to have their teeth cleaned at the Plymouth Elementary School. 

11. Seventeen classes on health and safety were taught. 

12. Sixteen children were screened at the Pre-School screening in 
May. 

13. The nurse attended two all-day nursing conferences at St. An- 
selm’s College and one at the Dartmouth/Hitchcock Medical Center at 
her own expense and on her own time.

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EXPLANATiON OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1985-i986 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the 
total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the follow- 
ing quotation: “Reports. Each Superintendent of a School Administrative 
Unit shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the 
superintendent, showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each 
local school district and their share of same ... Said report shall be in- 
cluded in the annual report of the respective school district as a separate 
entry. A like report and entry shall be made for each assistant superinten- 
dent, teacher consultant, and business administrator, if any is in service 
in the unit.’ 

One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated 
among the several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted 
valuations. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily member- 
ship in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. The 
salary of $40,628.10 which was received by the Superintendent of Schools 
of School Administrative Unit #48 during 1985-1986 was prorated among 
the school districts comprising the School Administrative Unit. 
Allowance for $1,833.39 travel within the Unit was also prorated as stated 
above. 

The salary of $15,584.12 for the Assistant Superintendent during 
1985-1986 and t.avel allowance within the Unit of $874.93 was prorated 
as Stated above. 

The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
schoo! district.
